Rates and methods of oper­ 
ating of all companies under tile Com­ 
m ission’s jurisdiction are scrutinized 
and appioved before they can become 
effective. 
Certificates 
of 
public 
convenience 
authorizing operation of a utility are 
granted if after a hearing it appears 
that the proposed service' is necessary 
and the rates to In' charged are fair. 
The Commission recently established 
a rule not to authorize rate's which 
net more than a six per cent. return 
Jon investment. 
Under the Public Service Company 
Law , from which the Commission ob­ 
tains most of its adm inistrative func­ 
tions, the Commission also has autlior- 
i ity to initiate on its own motion cages 
to determine the propriety of service 
rendered and tariffs charged.
